d. 16 December - At the weekly session of the DDI 
Panel (which reviews proposed finished intelligence production), 
there was a general discussion of the implications for our 
work of this development in the Soviet economy. Present were 25X1 
key officers from OCI , ORR, and ONE. They were made responsible 
for the preparation of a broadly based briefing roper for vour
